Dues  Aid  Students 
Over  one  half  of  Avila’s  full-time 
students  are  in  need  of  financial  assis- 
tance. The  annual  dues  of  the  Presi- 
dent’s Scholarship  Club  are  used  in 
their  entirety  to  provide  financial  as- 
sistance to  Avila  students.  The  club’s 
current  membership  totals  220,  with  a 
goal  of  350  members  having  been  set 
for  1973-74.  Annual  dues  are  $50  for  a 
regular  membership  and  $100  for  a 
sustaining  membership.  A perpetual 
membership  is  $1,000.  Members  are 
entertained  at  an  annual  dinner  on  the 
campus  and  receive  an  engraved  mem- 
bership placque  when  they  join. 


Challenge  Grant  Made 
to  Alumni  Members 

A challenge  has  been  issued  to  the 
Avila  alumni  support  program  by  one 
of  the  college’s  alumni.  An  alumna, 
who  wishes  to  remain  anonymous, 
has  promised  a substantial  gift  to 
Avila  this  year  if  the  total  number  of 
alumni  donors  also  increases.  Last 
year  250  alumni  donated  to  the  alumni 
support  program.  If  that  number  in- 
creases to  350  this  year,  the  above 
alumna  will  donate  $1,500  to  the  col- 
lege. If  that  number  reaches  375,  her 
gift  will  be  $2,000  and  if  it  totals  400, 
she  will  give  $3,000  to  Avila. 

One  hundred  thirty  alumni  have  con- 
tributed to  the  alumni  support  pro- 
gram so  far  this  year.  Donations  to  the 
program  before  June  30,  1974,  will  be 
counted  in  the  challenge  program.

Frequently  we  are  asked  where  Avila  gets  its  operating  funds  and  how  it  uses 
those  funds.  Last  month  we  received  our  audit  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1 973,  and  thought  it  would  be  appropriate  to  show  the  source  and  use  of  our  funds 
by  using  the  traditional  pie  charts. 

Total  revenue  for  last  year  was  $1 ,735,048  which  is  an  increase  of  17%  over  the 
preceding  year.  One  area  of  our  income  and  expense  that  is  badly  out  of  proportion 
is  scholarships  and  financial  aid.  Exclusive  of  federal  programs,  the  college  spent 
$90,034  assisting  students  with  their  education,  while  it  took  in  only  $15,045  in 
revenue  for  scholarships.  One  of  our  high  priorities  for  the  next  several  years  is  to 
increase  our  revenues  in  this  area.
